PROGRAM  IDENTIFICATION;

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES: 

It  is  the  mission  of  the  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing 
Bureau  to  safeguard  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  protect  the  public  from  being 
misled  by  unscrupulous,  incompetent  and  unauthorized  persons.  The 
boards  protect  the  public  from  unprofessional  conduct  by  licensees 
and  help  assure  the  availability  of  the  highest  quality  services 
of  those  licensed. 

PROGRAM  GOALS  AND  DESCRIPTION: 

The  Bureau  of  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing  will  continue 
to  provide  all  administrative  and  clerical  services  needed  by  the 
boards,  including  corresponding;  taking  applications  for  licenses; 
issuing  licenses  granted  by  the  boards;  renewing  licenses; 
requiring  continuing  education  credits  for  licensure  where 
specified  by  law;  levy  fines  under  jurisdiction  of  appropriate 
boards;  inspect  businesses  where  appropriate;  taking  minutes  of 
board  meetings  and  hearings. 

The  Bureau  will  also  continue  to  make  all  arrangements  for  meeting 
and  exam  facilities  for  each  board;  administer  and  grade 
examinations  where  required;  provides  legal  staff  and  investigators 
to  investigate  legal  infractions  upon  requests  from  the  boards, 
hold  hearings  and  determine  the  disposition  of  complaints,  thus 
providing  the  necessary  administraive  and  professional  support 
services  to  enable  the  boards  to  provide  effective  and  efficient 
services  to  the  public. 

STATUTORY  BASIS  OF  THE  BUREAU: 

Title  2,  Ch.  15,  part  18      Establishes   the   Department   of 

Commerce  and  all  boards  under  the 
department . 

Title  37  Encompasses  the  laws  governing  the 

licensing  boards  under  the  Bureau 
of  Professional  and   Occupational 
Licensing  attached  to  the  Commerce. 


BUREAU  DESCRIPTION; 

A.  The  bureau  is  directed  by  the  Bureau  Chief.  There  is  also  an 
assistant  to  the  Bureau  Chief  in  administrative  affairs. 

B.  Administrative  Support  Pool  -  The  administrative  support  for 
the  Bureau  of  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing  encompasses 
thirteen  administrative  assistants,  a  receptionist  and  four 
administrative  aides.  The  support  pool  handles  all  administrative 
duties  of  thirty-one  boards  and  two  programs.  The  number  of  boards 
assigned  to  each  administrative  assistant  depends  on  the  complexity 
of  the  boards.  We  also  have  two  part-time  positions  that  are 
filled  during  peak  renewal  periods. 

C.  Investigative  Unit  -  The  investigative  unit  is  comprised  of 
two  investigators  and  two  inspectors.  The  two  investigators  handle 
varied  complaints  for  the  boards  as  well  as  do  audits  of  trust 
accounts  for  the  Board  of  Realty  Regulation.  The  two  inspectors 
check  cosmetology  shops  for  compliance  throughout  the  state. 

D.  Automation  Unit  -  The  automation  unit  includes  a  part-time 
programmer  and  a  technician  who  assures  the  computer  system 
remains  in  working  order;  develop  programs;  print  licenses,  labels, 
lists;  and  teach  classes. 

E.  Legal  Staff  -  There  are  three  attorneys  assigned  to  the  bureau 
who  handle  the  legal  problems  arising  from  complaints,  adoption  of 
rules,  hearings,  and  court  cases.  They  also  have  day  to  day  input 
on  matters  dealing  with  the  public.  The  legal  secretary  works  with 
the  attorneys  on  all  administrative  work  and  handles  the  rule 
process  for  the  Department  of  Commerce. 

F.  Executive  Secretaries  -  There  are  three  Executive  Secretaries 
mandated  by  statute  for  three  health  related  boards.  The  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  the  Board  of  Nursing  and  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners. 
The  Executive  Secretary  for  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  is  also 
an  attorney.  The  Board  of  Realty  Regulation  now  has  an  Executive 
Secretary  as  well. 

G.  Boards  -  There  are  31  regulatory  boards  and  two  programs 
assigned  to  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Professional  and 
Occupational  Licensing  Bureau  and  allocated  to  the  department  for 
administrative  purposes.  The  183  board  members  are  appointed  by 
the  Governor  to  protect  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of 
Montana;  adopt  rules  to  conduct  business;  set  procedures; 
discipline  peers;  evaluate  potential  licensees;  hold  oral 
interviews;  evaluate  continuing  education  programs;  hold  hearings 
for  disciplinary  action  and  work  in  conjunction  with  associations 
to  maintain  high  standards  of  excellence  for  the  professions  within 
the  state.   A  list  of  boards  follows:

BASE  FUNDING; 


The  operations  of  the  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing 
Bureau  are  funded  exclusively  by  Earmarked  Revenue  Accounts 
maintained  by  each  board  through  licensing  fees. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS  FOR  FISCAL  YEARS  199  0-91 

FOR  THE 

PROFESSIONAL  AND  OCCUPATIONAL  LICENSING  BUREAU 

BOARD  OF  ARCHITECTS; 

The  Board  of  Architects  offered  their  design  examination  twice  a 
year  instead  of  only  once  a  year. 

Expended  over  two  thousand  dollars  toward  a  board  sponsored 
continuing  education  program  geared  toward  the  public,  engineers, 
building  code  officials  and  architects. 

Researched  mandatory  implementation  of  an  Intern  Development 
Program. 

A  comprehensive  review  of  the  rules  for  statutory  authority  and 
the  board  noticed  and  adopted  appropriate  rules. 

BOARD  OF  ATHLETICS; 

The  Board  officiated  at  7  boxing  cards  in  FY90  and  8  in  FY91. 
There  were  2  professional  wrestling  cards  held  in  Montana  during 
the  biennium.  The  Board  openly  promoted  Montana  to  ESPN  and  USA 
TV  Channels  to  hold  those  athletic  events  in  Montana. 

BOARD  OF  BARBERS; 

The  Board  signed  a  new  contract  with  the  National  Interstate 
Council  of  State  Boards  of  Cosmetology,  Founders  and  Administrators 
of  National  Testing.  The  Board  has  gone  to  a  national  examination 
instead  of  giving  their  own. 

New  sanitation  rules  have  been  adopted  requiring  each  barber  work 
station  to  have  a  separate  sink  with  hot  and  cold  water  and 
prohibiting  animals,  birds  and  reptiles  from  shops  and  schools. 

BOARD  OF  CERTIFIED  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTANTS; 

The  Board  conducted  the  annual  monitoring  program  for  each  fiscal 
year.  Corrective  actions  were  mandated  for  certain  practice  units 
with  deficient  reports  which  included  pre-issuance  reviews  of 
reports  on  financial  statements  and  participation  in  appropriate 
continuing  professional  educational  courses. 

Legislation  was  passed  to  limit  the  liability  of  persons  serving 
on  accounting  review  boards  or  of  nonprofit  corporations  performing 
the  function  of  accounting  review  boards  and  to  exclude  from 
evidence  the  proceedings  and  records  of  accounting  review  boards. 

Legislation  was  also  passed  to  revise  and  clarify  the  law  relating 
to  audits  of  local  government  entities  as  well  as  requiring 
compliance  with  government  auditing  standards.  Legislation  also 
authorizes  the  charging  of  fees  commensurate  with  costs  for  state 


audit  services  and  authorizes  an  interfund  loan  from  the  general 
fund. 

BOARD  OF  CHIROPRACTORS; 

The  Board  revised  the  rules  on  applications,  continuing  education 
and  disciplinary  actions.  In  addition  the  Board  helped  the 
Chiropractic  Association  on  legislation  affecting  chiropractors. 
Especially  implementation  of  an  impairment  certification  program 
and  a  Chiropractic  Legal  Panel. 

In  FY91  the  Board  adopted  rules  to  implement  the  impairment 
certification  program,  conducted  seminars  for  applicants  for 
impairment  certification  and  granted  certificates  to  32  applicants 
as  Certified  Impairment  Evaluators. 

BOARD  OF  COSMETOLOGISTS; 

The  Board  revised  several  of  its  exams  and  implemented  new 
procedures  for  administering  exams.  Legislation  was  passed 
allowing  the  Board  to  hire  a  second  inspector.  Seminars  were 
presented  to  inform  and  educate  examiners  on  new  Board  procedures. 

BOARD  OF  DENTISTRY; 


The  Board  of  Dentistry  is  participating  in  the  Montana  Medical 
Board's  Impaired  Physician's  Assistance  Program.  They  promulgated 
rules  authorizing  dental  assistants  to  perform  the  function  of 
coronal  polishing  and  mandating  CPR  for  all  licensees  in  active 
practice. 

They  researched  mandatory  continuing  education  and  obtained  funding 
for  mandatory  continuing  education  in  the  next  biennium. 

The  Board  assisted  the  University  System  in  developing  an 
accredited  dental  hygiene  program  to  be  submitted  to  the  1993 
Legislature  for  approval  and  funding. 

The  Board  is  now  participating  the  National  Practitioners  Data  Bank 
and  assisted  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  on  its  informal 
investigation  of  Board  operations. 

BOARD  OF  HET^ING  AID  DISPENSERS; 

The  Board  completely  revised  their  law  in  FY91.  They  participated 
in  a  national  meeting  of  other  state  boards  regulating  the  hearing 
aid  industry  and  shared  experiences  which  helped  the  Board  in  a 
number  of  disciplinary  matters.  The  Board  also  provided 
information  to  senior  citizen  newspapers  on  how  to  purchase  a 
hearing  aid. 


BOARD  OF  LANDSCAPE  ARCHITECTS; 

In  FY90  the  Board  held  the  largest  examination  for  licensure  every 
given.  They  participated  in  the  Council  of  Landscape  Architectural 
Registration  Boards  and  we  selected  for  hosting  the  1992  Regional 
meeting  of  CLARB  in  Montana. 

In  FY91  the  Board  reviewed  the  statute  and  financial  status  of  the 
Board  with  research  on  problems  of  decreasing  numbers  of  licensees 
with  the  resulting  recommendations:  (1)  merging  with  the  Board  of 
Architects;  (2)  reduce  the  size  of  the  board;  or  (3)  retain  the 
Board  as  is. 

BOARD  OF  MEDICAL  EXAMINERS; 

In  FY90  the  Board  acquired  a  full-time  Executive  Secretary/Attorney 
and  a  nutritionist  board  member;  chose  and  contracted  with  the 
Montana  Professional  Assistance  Program,  Inc.  to  treat  and 
rehabilitate  impaired  professionals  exclusive  of  the  Board;  formed 
the  Physician  Assistant  Advisory  Counsel  to  assist  the  Board  in 
matters  concerning  physician  assistants;  promulgated  rules  for 
physician  assistant  prescribing  and  certification;  participated  in 
a  committee  to  promulgate  rules  for  nurse  specialist  prescribing. 

In  FY91  the  Board  implemented  a  special  purpose  examination  (a 
national  examination  called  SPEX)  to  test  certain  individuals  who 
are  applying  for  initial  licensure  or  reactivating  their  licenses, 
or  current  licensees  who  may  not  be  keeping  up  in  medicine; 
developed  and  mailed  charting  guidelines  to  all  physicians  in 
Montana  to  assist  them;  began  reporting  physician  disciplinary 
actions  to  the  National  Practitioner  Data  Bank  as  mandated  by  the 
federal  government;  updated  medical,  podiatry  and  physician 
assistant  application  for  licensure  forms  to  make  them  more 
comprehensive. 

BOARD  OF  MORTICIANS; 

In  FY90  the  Board  inspected  all  mortuaries  and  informed  licensed 
firms  of  OSHA  requirements  on  Infectious  Waste  Management. 

In  FY91  inspections  continued.  They  clarified  the  internship 
requirement,  participated  in  the  Conference  of  Funeral  Service 
Boards  programs,  and  assisted  the  Department  of  Health,  Vital 
Statistics  Bureau  in  disseminating  information  to  licensees  on 
changes  in  death  certificate  and  procedures  in  filing  death 
certificates. 

BOARD  OF  NURSING; 

The  Board  developed  a  newsletter  to  be  sent  out  to  all  nursing 
licensees  and  other  interested  parties  to  keep  them  informed  of  the 
Board's  activities.  The  newsletter  will  be  sent  out  twice  a  year. 
The  Board  received  authority  to  write  rules  for  Prescriptive 
Authority  for  Nurse  Specialists  and  rules  for  a  Diversion  Program 


for  Impaired  Nurses.  They  have  also  approved  a  new  Associate  Degree 
Nursing  Program  at  Salish  Kootenai  College.  The  Board  hired  a  new 
Executive  Secretary  during  this  period. 

BOARD  OF  NURSING  HOME  ADMINISTRATORS: 

The  board  continues  to  monitor  the  practice  of  nursing  home 
administration  in  order  to  protect  the  public.  They  continue  to 
hold  meetings  and  administer  examinations  as  well  as  investigate 
complaints  and  sit  in  judgment  in  hearings  for  the  suspension, 
revocation  or  denial  of  a  license. 

BOARD  OF  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY; 

The  Board  of  Occupational  Therapy  has  been  working  to  upgrade  the 
profession  by  getting  legislation  passed  that  would  allow  the  use 
of  superficial  heat  and  cold  and  other  limited  treatment  used  in 
preparation  for  or  in  conjunction  with  purposeful  activity. 

BOARD  OF  OPTOMETRISTS; 

The  Board  adopted  updated  rules  to  enable  the  Montana  optometric 
profession  to  meet  current  practice  standards. 

Applicants  are  now  required  to  take  and  pass  the  clinical  skills 
examination  of  the  National  Board.  This  national  examination  is 
given  at  six  sites  across  the  country  to  assure  license  applicants 
from  Montana  a  test  center  that  is  within  a  reasonable  distance  of 
their  respective  location. 

BOARD  OF  OUTFITTERS  AND  GUIDES; 


The  Board  of  Outfitters  is  currently  working  with  other  agencies 
to  determine  options  for  requiring  allocations  on  the  Smith  River. 
The  Smith  River  waterway  must  be  administered  to  balance  compatible 
existing  recreational  and  public  land  uses  as  well  as  maintain  the 
opportunity  to  enjoy  the  natural  scenic  beauty  and  solitude. 

The  Board  has  signed  statements  of  understanding  with  several 
agencies  who  touch  on  the  occupation  of  outfitting.  The  purpose 
of  these  statements  is  to  set  requirements  that  will  be  included 
in  interagency  agreements. 

The  Board  has  adopted  new  office  procedures  for  coordinating 
complaints  and  investigations. 

BOTUtD  OF  PASSENGER  TRAMWAY  SAFETY: 

A  committee  appointed  by  the  chairman  wrote  a  procedures  manual 
that  is  to  be  used  by  the  ski  areas  for  conformity  with  the  new  law 
and  rules.  All  forms  and  instructions  on  how  to  use  them  are 
included  in  the  manual  as  well  as  the  law  and  rules.  The  Board 
unanimously  agreed  the  manual  will  be  very  beneficial. 


The  board  will  work  with  the  insurance  companies  to  word  notices 
of  shutdowns  so  the  whole  area  does  not  need  to  be  shut  down  and 
the  insurance  cancelled. 

Gross  receipts  will  be  collected  by  the  Department  of  Commerce,  not 
the  Department  of  Revenue.  The  percentage  needed  of  the  gross 
receipts  tax  will  be  lowered  now  that  there  is  history  showing  how 
much  it  will  cost  to  run  the  board  efficiently. 

BOARD  OF  PHARMACISTS; 

Legislation  passed  within  the  biennium  will  allow  a  licensed 
pharmacist  to  use  the  services  of  a  pharmacy  technician;  require 
licensing  of  wholesale  drug  distributors;  updated  the  dangerous 
drug  schedules;  and  established  standards  for  drug  utilization 
review  and  patient  counseling  by  pharmacists  and  requiring  out- 
of-state  mail  service  pharmacies  to  be  licensed. 

BOARD  OF  PHYSICAL  THERAPISTS; 

The  licensed  physical  therapist  is  now  able  to  apply  and  administer 
prescribed  topical  medications  as  part  of  the  practice.  The  Board 
has  defined  and  described  topical  medications  as  well  as  providing 
prescription,  purchasing  and  recordkeeping  requirements  for  those 
physical  therapists  who  administer  topical  medications. 

The  Board  has  also  increased  the  number  of  times  the  licensing 
examination  is  given  as  well  as  the  number  of  times  an  applicant 
can  take  the  exam. 

POLYGRAPH; 

Since  this  is  not  a  board,  there  has  been  no  activity. 

PRIVATE  EMPLOYMENT  AGENCIES; 

Since  this  is  not  a  board,  there  has  been  no  activity. 

BOARD  OF  PRIVATE  SECURITY  PATROLMEN  AND  INVESTIGATIONS: 

The  Board  went  to  the  Legislature  with  the  request  that  paralegals 
employed  by  one  or  more  lawyers,  law  offices,  agencies  or  entities 
are  exempt  from  the  licensure  as  a  private  investigator  or  patrol 
officer. 

BOTVRD  OF  PROFESSIONAL  ENGINEERS  AND  LICENSED  LAND  SURVEYORS: 

The  Board  hosted  the  1991  Western  Zone  Conference  of  the  National 
Council  of  Examiners  for  Engineering  and  Surveying  (NCEES)  at 
Whitef ish. 

The  second  and  third  volumes  of  the  newsletter  were  distributed  as 
well  as  the  current  roster  of  all  engineers,  which  is  available  in 
the  board  office. 


The  Board  is  currently  reviewing  the  rules  regarding  the 
registration  of  corporations/partnerships. 

BOARD  OF  PSYCHOLOGISTS; 

The  Board  has  been  active  with  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
complaints  as  well  as  in  the  number  of  applications  being  received. 

Legislation  has  been  passed  requiring  continuing  education  for 
relicensure  of  psychologists  in  Montana.  The  Board  has  written 
rules  and  has  implemented  them  to  regulate  continuing  education. 

BOARD  OF  RADIOLOGIC  TECHNOLOGISTS: 

The  Board  revised  several  of  its  exams  and  implemented  a  complaint 
procedure  to  ensure  all  complaints  are  brought  to  a  satisfactory 
conclusion.  The  main  objective  of  the  Board  is  to  assure  that  all 
x-ray  procedures  are  performed  by  qualified  and  competent  persons. 

BOARD  OF  REALTY  REGULATION; 

The  Board  revised  their  timeshare  course  and  study  guide.  They 
also  initiated  a  caravan  that  would  travel  the  state  and  provide 
continuing  education  courses  for  licensees  in  specific  cities. 

A  complaint  screening  committee  was  organized.  Reciprocity  between 
Montana,  North  and  South  Dakota  was  approved.  The  Board  contracted 
with  ASI  to  do  their  testing  since  ETS  was  going  out  of  business. 

The  Board  put  in  legislation  creating  the  Executive  Secretary 
position  and  completed  the  position  description. 

The  Board  also  had  input  in  the  creation  of  a  Real  Estate  Appraiser 
Board.  The  federal  government  was  concerned  about  the  Board  of 
Realty  Regulation  and  Appraisers  being  separate  boards. 

Property  Management  rules  were  drafted  and  submitted. 

BOARD  OF  SANITARIANS; 

The  Board  held  several  meetings  and  conference  calls  to  draft 
legislation  that  would  revise  the  laws  relating  to  the  licensure 
and  regulation  of  sanitarians. 

BOARD  OF  SOCIAL  WORKERS  AND  LICENSED  PROFESSIONAL  COUNSELORS: 

The  Board  held  six  meetings  during  the  biennium  and  developed  a 
roster  for  publication  annually.  The  Board  has  all  new  members  and 
they  are  currently  reviewing  the  counseling  curricula  of  the 
university  system  and  will  be  working  with  department  heads  to  form 
a  better  understanding  of  the  laws  and  rules  governing  the 
profession. 


BOARD  OF  SPEECH  PATHOLOGISTS  AND  AUDIOLOGISTS t 

The  Board  has  written  new  rules  that  will  foster  better  information 
for  regulation  of  the  profession. 

BOARD  OF  VETERINARIANS; 

The  Board  drafted  and  implemented  legislation  that  modified  the 
embryo  transfer  certification  statute  and  drafted  rules  for  the 
embryo  transfer  certification  program. 


LEGISLATION  AFFECTING  THE  BOARDS

HB22  -  Clarifies  that  paralegals  employed  by  one  or  more  lawyers, 
law  offices,  agencies,  or  entities  are  exempt  from  licensure  under 
the  Private  Security  Patrolmen  and  Investigators.  (Chapter  No.  47) 

HBlll  -  Provides  for  prescriptive  authority  of  nurse  specialists. 
(Chapter  No.  290) 

HB118  -  Provides  for  pharmacy  technicians  to  assist  pharmacists. 
(Chapter  No.  219) 

HB149  -  Provides  for  the  recreation  of  the  Board  of  Outfitters. 
(Chapter  No.  143) 

HB239  -  Provides  for  the  disposal  of  infectious  waste.  Establish 
management  standards  for  the  storage,  transportation,  treatment, 
and  disposal  of  infectious  waste;  and  to  grant  professional  and 
occupational  boards  rulemaking  authority  and  the  authority  to 
impose  annual  fees.  (Chapter  No.  483)
